Although t\it county Las never 


been of very great importance to tbe 
interests of the State, in tbe way of 
producing bullion frcm its mines, 
yet i» etber reapeote i4 is one ol the 
most fnflnefitial comities in Nevada. 
With the exception of Storey Connty, 
the aggregate valoe of iti real and 
]>ersonal property 
ia considerably 


larger than that of any other county, 
and* ite rate of taxation is \taj nncjj 
lower. 
According to the last assess- 


ment roll, tbe total value of taxable 
property was three million two hun- 
dred and sixty-seven thousand fonr 
hundred and forty-nine) dollars, and 
tbe rate of taxation was one dollar 
and eighty cents on one hundred dol- 
lars. The total debt of the county is 
in ronnd numbers sixl«en thousand 
dollars, while there ia in the County 
Treasury more than fifty thousand 
dollars. 
Washoe County has un- 


usual facilities for the shipment of 
produce; U i* in the vicinity of the 
•fery beat markets; it is well sup- 
plied with timber ami water; it poa-1 
Messes an invigorating climate and a j 
deep and productive soil. These are 
advantages to tbe stc-ek raiser anil 
fanner, which are mieqniiled else- 
where im Itevftda. 
In Washoe and 


Hteamboat Valleys, in the Truckee 
Meadow*, and in almrst every sea* 
tioa al1 IB* > cavity are arable aad 
grazing' lands, and the fertility of 
these during the paat few years has 
yielded handsome profits for the 
labor which has been expended upon 
them. The Truokee Hirer baa two 
thirds of its course ia this county, 
and this is of inestimable usefulness 
in affording power for machinery and 
lot purposes of irrigation.

Locat- 
ed in a beautiful and fertile volley, 
snrronnded on all sides by lofty 
mountains, watered by one of the 
largest and purest mountain streams 
in the State, and inhabited by au 
enterprising aad iqdnatrioas people, 
this place has grown during tha paat 
few years to such importance that it 
now ranks high 
among the first 


towns of Nevada. Reno Las an al- 
titude above the level of the set of 
abbnt four thousand five hundred" 
feet. It is tastefully laid out, with 
wide and rogulai- atieeta, and numer- 
aire shade trees} and gardens are cul- 
tivated. It is the connty seat, and 
has a handsome and substantial 
brick Court House. Five religions 
denominations have chnrches here, 
viz:

Congrttgationalists, Bap- 


lists, Episcopalians, Methodists, and 
Catholics. 
A handsome and com- 


modious female seminary has been 


1 erected during the past year by 
Bishop \Vhitaker, of the Episcopal 
Church. 
It is well equipped in all 


its departments, has a corps of effi- 
cient teachers, and is well patronized 
by the different towns in the State. 
The Masons and Odd Fellows have 
fine holla. 
There are a number of
